DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed July 7, 2010 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-6 and 8-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Funahashi et al. US PGPub 2003/0185415) teaches several 
embodiments with various a suspension holder shapes and connection points, including 
two wherein the suspension holder connects directly to a middle portion of the 
diaphragm. The prior art of record, when viewed alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or suggest "the diaphragm including an engaging portion... extending in a substantially 
perpendicular direction from a rear surface of the diaphragm. ..the suspension holder 
being integrated with the diaphragm via a coupling portion which engages the engaging 
portion" in combination with the rest of the limitations of independent claims 5; wherein 
independent claim 6 includes comparable limitations.
